A realistic v iew of farm price supports 
was taken by Herman Praeger, president of 
the Kansas Farm Bureau, when he told 
members of the organization in conv ention 
he did not believ e such a program can ev er 
be a sound one for agriculture on a per­ 
manent peacetime basis. 
Actual costs in money hav e been heav y , 
he pointed out, and v ast quantities of food 
hav e spoiled or deteriorated to the ex tent 
they had to be sold at lower prices, with 
heav y losses to the gov ernment. 
Praeger alluded to the fact that price 
props hav e been ex tended nine y ears into a 
peacetime era, with the result that farmers 
continue to sell a large portion of their pro­ 
duction to the gov ernment at prices the 
consumer would not pay . Praeger urged 
delegates to the meeting to be honest about 
price supports and gov ernment regulations, 
and “ to look ahead.” 
What he had to say about acreage allot­ 
ments represents widespread thinking on 
the subject. As a wheat farmer he resents 
being limited as to acreage. “ I don’t like a 
program that limits me to less than 7 0 per 
cent of my normal acreage,” he declares. 
Man\’ farmers hav e been v oicing the sen­ 
timents Praeger ex presses. They want to be 
permitted to run their own business, and 
are at the same time willing to take their 
chances with the market.
